STATEMENT  OF  PURPOSES 


THE  NATIONAL  COUNCIL  TO  COMBAT  BLINDNESS,  INC. , is  a 
non-profit  voluntary  health  agency.  The  Council  was  incorporated 
under  the  New  York  State  Membership  Corporation  Laws  on  September 
19,  1946,  for  the  primary  purpose  of  enlisting  public  interest  in, 
and  support  for  research  into  the  causes  of  - and  the  treatments 
and  cures  for  - blinding  eye  diseases  and  visual  impairments. 

The  Council  has  a threefold  program: 


1.  RESEARCH:  To  make  research  grants  to  accredited  medical 

colleges  and  eye  centers  and  to  finance  fellow- 
ships in  ophthalmology  and  its  related  sciences. 

2.  EDUCATION:  To  gather  and  disseminate  the  facts  with  regard 

to  the  needs  in  the  field  of  eye  research  and  the 
potential  of  such  research. 


3.  SERVICE:  To  aid  individuals  seeking  guidance  as  to

RESEARCH  AWARD  POLICY 


THE  SCIENTIFIC  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE  sets  the  policy  for  the 
organization's  research  and  case  service  program.  This  committee 
meets  annually  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  applications,  and  allo- 
catmg  funds  for  Fight  for  Sight  grant-in-aid  and  fellowship  awards 
It  reviews  reports,  manuscripts  and  papers  submitted  by  investi- 
gators working  under  Fight  for  Sight  research  awards.  The  members 
of  this  Committee,  in  addition,  serve  in  consultative  capacity  to  the 
Executive  Staff  in  the  year-round  activities  related  to  research, 
public  education  and  information,  and  case  service. 

The  services  of  the  members  of  the  Scientific  Advisory  Committee 
are  rendered  without  compensation. 

At  its  meeting,  held  in  June  1954,  the  Committee  added  to  the 
Council's  program  of  grant-in-aid  and  full-time  research  fellow- 
ships, the  financing  of  summer  student  fellowships,  as  a means  of 
encouraging  students  of  medicine  and  the  basic  sciences  to  enter 
the  field  of  ophthalmic  investigation.
